come into its own merely because more less continuous flow 
commissions and sales whereby art has become commodity 
war active market. neither circumstance has art functioned 
integral part life. The “security” which art currently en- 
joys about stable that which beguiled 
holders just before that all but forgotten “crash” the year 1929. 
might possible excuse what now sterile art the 
ground that but unfortunate by-product the war, were 
not apparent that its sources reach considerably backward 
time—not decades, but centuries. this respect would seem that 
art anticipated the modern machine age—or that most character- 
istic aspect it: the division labor—when art became profes- 
sion, divorced from the customs and the needs society. (Of 
course, unhealthy society inevitable that art, too, 
will unhealthy). the time materialism had emerged 
world concept, art had retreated into the doctrine Art for Art’s 
sake—the infinitely varied cult self-expression. longer the 
artist scholar, philosopher, scientist, engineer, in- 
ventor; technician engrossed the projection retinal 
images upon plane surface, (in sculpture, the tactile duplica- 
torial counterpart his peculiarly individual psyche—with the 
way sees the world. longer the artist search the 
underlying laws the universe, any more than troubles him- 
self the nature God, what constitutes First Principles. 
Art has cften been referred universal language, indeed 
times the course history has been. One might even say 
that again there are indications that certain contemporary art 
forms contain the potential power regain universality. But 
look the bulk art which fills our museums and galleries 
find that longer contains, that has never possessed, 
concepts worth communicating, let alone ideas universal under- 
standing. Children’s art, primitive art, Oriental, Egyptian, and 
Medieval art, all have proved greater intelligibility wider 
audiences than anything Occidental art has managed since the Re- 
naissance. 
this failure accomplish any genuine universality, art has 
been largely counterfeit, using the materials art without 
edge the purpose art. That why possible have more 
painters today than artists, and also why there real economic 
security for them. true artist without mastery his medium, 
but the division labor which characterizes both the economy 
and the philosophy this era has atrophied even this basic requisite. 
The resulting evil does not lie the fact that the artist able 
purchase his entire equipment ready-made that has next 
curiosity about its properties merit. However, the most im- 
portant material the artist lies outside the mechanics his 
art, and here that found most wanting. The real fields 
learning for the artist are philosophy, science, and mathematics, 
and yet none them are included his training. Instead, have 
artists who paint (i.e., “specialize in”) portraits, landscapes, 
only certain kinds landscapes, animals, only horses, 
boats rocky coast lines. Some become experts “doing” Main 
Street, burlesque queens, prize fighters, circuses, while others learn 
the anatomy apple pear and just the right formula 
make jug look like copper.

Marco Polo returned from China his native Venice with many 
strange and wonderful things. The most interesting and mystifying 
them all was the Chinese irecracker, for none Polo’s Medieval 
contemporaries had ever seen such thing.

The suggestion that films should controlled smacks either ex- 
cessive bureaucracy, something infinitely more dangerous: fas- 
cism. But there are, believe, certain circumstances under which 
tight should exercised this Government over the 
films shown certain special groups. 

Consider, starter, the prisoners war camps this country. 
Recently, speaking guard POW camp the Midwest, 
was learned that Nazi prisoners are given movies once They 
are shown pictures three and four years old. But what pictures? 
Any films all which the Special Service officer lucky enough 


The films these men have seen and are seeing are cheaply 
made action melodramas and jitterbug musicals. Make mistake 
about one thing: our prisoners war formulate their estimate 
the United States and Americans based their treatment camp 
and the movies which they see. This guard said that conversa- 
tion with some the Nazis they commented that their conception 
the average American was scatter-brained, shallow fool; that 
was concerned with dancing like mad and drinking; that 
never had serious thought his head; and that result 
lack appreciation for important things, democracy was decadent 
and futile and stupid and certainly could not work Germany. 

seems the writer that any program which our authorities 
institute POW camps, whether lectures, movies, books, dis- 
cussions, classroom work, whatever, should designed for one 
purpose. Before stating the purpose might well point out 
what that purpose should not does not have be: not 
ask the Germans love us. not ask them look upon our 
traditions and institutions with kind favor; not ask them 
emulate when they are freed and sent home; not ask them 
transport some our folkways back Germany; not 
ask them fear even respect us; not ask them respect 
our leaders; not ask them say that the American form 
Government the best the next best even adequate. ask them 
none these things. But should seek one goal. should 
seek make these men understand that the world wants live 
peace, and that they should establish for themselves the kind 
Government which can maintain peace and let Germans—all Ger- 
mans—live dignified human beings. 

mistake suppose that our propaganda films can create 
George Washington Germany; that motion pictures produced 
can persuade the Germans draw Constitution like 
ours Bill Rights. can hope that our films can much 
encourage the kind thinking that will make such things 
little more “possible. But know that films can, nevertheless, ac- 
complish much they are wisely planned and produced. They can 
emphasize the one cardinal point: Germans must conduct themselves 
like civilized human beings world that wants peace and 
security.

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MUSIC 


Forty-eight years ago two very young pianists, Richard Buhlig, 
American, and Artur Schnabel, Austrian, first met Vienna. 
This year when Artur Schnabel was tour Los Angeles Buhlig 
called him. ‘Do you realize that are about celebrate our 
Golden Jubilee?” Schnabel greeted him. “It has been forty-eight 

Richard Buhlig and Artur Schnabel represent its best the art 
playing German piano music. Their work complementary; each 
fulfils whatever quality the other lacks. other pianist can 
compared with them the performance this music. Other pianists 
may surpass them individual works; none can surpass them 
throughout the whole high range German keyboard art. Though 
has also made reputation for the playing non-German 
contemporary music, from Bartok Chavez, the German 
music that his best. set together the individual qualities 
and differences these two pianists should instructive not only 
for the reader, whose independent opinion may clarified 
agreeing differing with what may here said, but even more 
for the writer, who gains the effort formulating abstract 
qualities stubborn words. 


With Schnabel the art moves through serenity, were inde- 
pendent motion, the pianist contemplative. There relish the 
doing it, rapture the hearing what done, con- 
veyance participation that reaches through the entire audience. 
Schnabel plays with extreme technical economy, more beautiful 
see than any mechanical curiosity display. His range tone 
above piano not large, being principally solid forte without 
excessive variety, and occasional struck fortissimo. Between forte 
and piano almost gradation but direct contrast, avoiding the 
grey mezzo-forte that the bane weaker pianists. Below piano 
capable incredibly minute tonal division. His art, being 
patterned small sections, would perhaps too delicate, the 
minute distinction the softer passages, often diminished with 
soft pedal, were not set into largely sustained body well struck 
forte tone. His rhythm individual, authoritative, and all times 
beautifully articulate, but inclined eccentricities speed and 
slowness, with great tension but occasionally inelastic rubato 
spread. master pause and the silence which sustains 
tone after sound gone. His grasp the whole composition, while 
not truly structural, made pliable the fluidity rhythm, 
articulation the patterns, and lucid flexibility within the 
patterns. knows all times, physically, what doing; and 
this physical intelligence, which the natural wisdom the 
player, the experiencing mind opposes few obstacles. For this 
reason able perpetuate the entire organization 
performance, repeating the same music after several years with 
scarcely perceptible alteration. Slow movements may become slower, 
the pause which extends tone through silence even more sustained; 
fast sections accelerate, until the clarity outline may lost 
brilliance. His repertoire probably ceased growing least ten 
years ago, except perhaps the study Mozart 
though longer regularly practices, seldom plays below 
the best standard workmanship. 

The art first all daemonic, individually created out 
long experience the time the performance. The man 
impassive and frowning—rapt. His playing economical but often 
without ease; avoids all useless gestures. His extreme inner 
awareness the beauty the music not shared with the 
audience, Schnabel shares it, through facial expression, but comes 
out, backstage, after the music has been played. range 
tone enormous, greater than that any other pianist. For 
listeners accustomed the amenities polite piano playing the 
extent this tonal range often indictment. Many listeners 
prefer hear not from within the sound but from outside the 
tonal profile the music. tone especially effective 
even gradations from piano through fortissimo and particularly 
the fundamental contrast, rich with innumerable over- 
lapping qualities. uses also individual toneless quality 
utterance, emerging from the rich texture like speaking voice. 
The soft pedal reserves produce thinner resonant 
quality; soft playing prefers retain the undiminished 
resonance the three strings softened only His conception 
the musical form structural; the parts are characterized 
their relationship within the entire form. When the daemon 
not with him this structural conception may projected out 
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the music like the cartoon fresco, design yet realized 
full use the means. But when the means unites with the con- 
ception, when the daemon speaks, the music projected the 
largest possible dimensions. For this reason his best 
the most difficult and demanding music; rises the greatest; 
and what would another articulation piano tones becomes 
his playing orchestration pianistic instruments. The in- 
fall separate tones sacrificed his playing broader 
relationships, dynamic organization integrated and con- 
trasting phrases, controlled powerfully muscular placement 
the melodic lines. Around the conception the musical body 
projected whole the tone modeled volumes, deeply 
interpenetrated within the unison formal movement. The rhythm, 
less detailed the linear playing the generality pianists, 
like the tone continuously shaped, with tensely elastic rubato and 
soft clinging sustained qualities close-phrased tone. This desire 
use tone, though heightened dramatic placement silence, 
often urges him maintain tone through the articulation rest, 
dramatize force the clear fall simple running line. 
Buhlig less aware than Schnabel, physically, what doing, 
because, for one reason, has not performed the same composi- 
tion many times the same manner but tries with each playing 
recreate the whole has conceived. The mind opposes many ob- 
stacles the sureness the hands, rousing dramatic conflict 
within the playing, which may smaller works obscure the outline 
but larger music enlivens and particularizes the performance. 
Buhlig’s repertoire has not ceased growing. Wide from the begin- 
ning, with record performances that reaches from Byrd 
Bartok, Schoenberg, and Chavez, still able add major 
material. more than sixty years age played for the first 
time the entire cycle the Beethoven sonatas. This ability con- 
tinue growing what for most pianists relatively advanced 
age among musicians. His its best composes 
rich texture contrasting rhythms and displacements implemented 
poetic use accentual and quantitative meters. When playing 
his full powers the largest music the Germanic idiom sur- 
passes all other pianists. 
Neither Buhlig nor Schnabel has condescended 
Recital programs, which arrive early musical climax, con- 
tinuing gradual decrescendo towards smaller tinklings and the 
emptier bravura Liszt, have not been printed under their names. 
There was the time when Schnabel was advised program lightly 
for the uneducated audience Waco, Texas; announced 
five Beethoven sonatas, and the audience, ahorse, awheel, afoot, 
and chartered busses, came from circuit two hundred 
miles. There Buhlig’s program Beethoven, Schubert, Bach, 
Scriabin, and Bartok, which the critic Paul Rosenfeld selected 
musical model for New York. 
Buhlig and Schnabel represent their interests and methods the 
two avenues musical thought leading the essentially modern 
Beethoven creation. Buhlig, player the Goldberg Variations and 
the Art Fugue, comes down from Bach, the embracing Protestant 
and still late Catholic, unicellular baroque. His feeling about music 
that the unique religious experience, perpetuated way 
Beethoven, Liszt, Wagner, and Busoni, that enigmatical twentieth 
century Faust. Buhlig accordingly his best, because creating 
naturally music his own mind, when plays the Beethoven 
polyphony, the Fantasy Sonatas, prophetic the last period, the 
Waldstein and the opus 90, and the last great five.

SAN FRANCISCO 


Just before the San Francisco Museum Art moved out temporarily 
permit use the space for Peace Conference activities there 
was brief showing the works Mexico’s great 19th century 
painter Jose Maria Velasco (1840-1912). this country was 
unknown until recent showings his work the Philadelphia 
and Brooklyn Museums and, matter fact, was only 
short two years ago that was rediscovered Mexico. There 
are several reasons why Velasco unusual importance. For 
one thing “The renaissance Mexican art was such 
brillance,” write the organizers the show, Mr. Henry Clifford 
and Mrs. Isabel Roberts, “that the ordinary observer has often been 
dazzled into believing that movement special creation spon- 
taneous generation. That such far from actual fact forcibly 
illustrated the pictures included this exhibition.” The works 
Velasco impress with the advanced development painting 
the era preceeding the famous Mexican moderns. This does not 
imply that Velasco gave impetus the thought and approach 
the moderns but rather say that was skillful, painter, 
straightforward color, honest and untainted the sentimentality 
the period. Aside from his ability painter his greatness can 
also rest the invaluable documentary character his work which 
faithful study his time and the country which obviously 
loved. His kind realism which will never return but 
admired very much nonetheless. was this documentary value 
the works that resulted its becoming National Monument 
declaration President Camacho. 


Though serigraphy, silk screen printing, medium the 
fine arts comparatively recent origin there considerable 
body artists now using the technique.

the English-speaking countries have deal with the legacies 
the Reformation and ensuing Puritanism.

America the influence the gray-clad Found- 
ing Fathers has resulted prisma-phobia and psychological color 
blindness. see and feel what dare see and feel. 

Color often considered factor “the secondary sex chain.” 
Psychoanalysts connect its use with the desire for display and 
indirectly with exhibitionistic impulses. the animal kingdom 
and primitive societies, and fact until Industrial Revolution was 
well developed, the display had been monopolized the 
male. 

Individuals are conditioned many ways their possible attitude 
towards color. redheaded man may have been called “Red” all 
his life and have consciously unconsciously 
feeling about red-oranges and orange-reds. Negroes quite naturally 
have their own words and preoccupations with whole gamut 
nuances. little thought will show that there are endless subtler 
but just definite possibilities. 

there any doubt that there are masculine and feminine colors? 
The hue red may considered masculine without much fear 
contradiction. Its tints, pinks, are just clearly feminine. There 
are colors youth and old age; barbarism and decadence. 
Psychaanalytically, must bear the principle ambivalence 
constantly mind. There always the possibility that opposites 
may co-exist. Only thus may hope gain any genuine under- 
standing the associative psychology color. 

Some examples this principle may clarify. White the color 
purity and virginity. color popular and preferred decorators 
fresh, clean, and luminous. They claim that “white will with 
any color.” Melville Moby Dick makes color cold dread. 
Yellow, golden hue the sun and Imperial China, also used 
for the horrid flag quarantine and the badge Jews, prostitutes, 
felons, and lepers. 


The terminology color has codified and established itself through 
general usage. Collections color names have been made 
those interested them from commercial scientific point 
view. with this verbal material that are able utilize 
psychoanalytical technique means the understanding some 
rather obvious but interesting associations. These names form them- 
selves constellations the periphery certain colors and cer- 
tain forms phases these colors. 

Let begin with the orange-red color which popularly called 
“red.” genuine red being free from yellow and the color 
pigeon’s blood ruby falls into entirely different 
logical category. This orange-red deserves priority. the first 
color used up, under the name red,” child’s 
box; the first color the advertising inexpensive produc- 


tions. Almost without exception the color for primitives the 
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world over. Color the muleta, the Roman Legions, whose vic- 
torious commanders covered themselves with for victory proces- 
sions their home town. was also the color that other im- 
perial army glorified the “thin red British line.” 

There considerable literature red. When “see red” 
nearer deserving “The Red Badge Courage.” It’s 
popular color standing high everywhere the data color 
preference. The spacious lobby the “C.G.T. Hotel LeHarvre” 
was done entirely red more successfully than one might imagine. 
Fire and blood; war and danger. list the names this color 
shows associations with Hell and heat. The preoccupation with that 
primeval safety device, the campfire. slightly differing forms 
it’s called: Bonfire, Ember, Flame, Mephisto, Fire-cracker, Firefly, 
Artillery, Flash, Spark, Emberglow, and Blaze. slight variant 
gives Sunglow, Sungod, Midnight Sun, etc. any comment 
necessary 

around the circle from red-orange, vermillion and scarlet 
towards crimson, magenta and purple, encounter very different 
associations. What contrast appears the idea vie 
rose! What change the absence the yellow content makes! 
sexual significance unlike the usual kind makes itself felt near 
“cerise.” Very rapidly, the colors and terms take feminine 
quality. Further along get this quality such exaggerated 
that when the red-violets with their positive and negative 
are reached, get “dash lavender.” are 
definitely out our primitive atmosphere. 

Green the symbol youth, vigor, inexperience, envy, hope, vic- 
tory, solitude, peace, plenty, immortality, and Ireland. has 
fight wonderful list names which change associative content 
the color moves from the true billiard table hue toward yellow 
blue. the blue content increases becomes very acquatic 
until with the approach relatively true blue, like stream, 
reaches the ocean. Going back green again can find bucolic 
location which savors the fascination (to children) Kingley’s 
sentimental dream “The Water Baby” where the idealogy becomes 
pretty consistently escapist. Has this with the water symbol 
prenatal maternity and the origin life explained the 
hiologists, psycho-analysts, and the myths? 

There remains ample material files which remarkably 
coherent the above examples. These associative color complexes 
have connection with the conscious and unapprehended experience 
all us. would seem that there might applications these 


social associations artistic expressions decoration. 

Color has indeed been employed. Leon Bakst with his theories 
used “lewd” greens, “jealous” violets, 
reds, etc. More lately Kandinsky “The Yellow 
Sound” which forms the ending the famous book Der blaue Reiter 
featured the “inner harmony line form and color” which was 
supposed contribute the “meaning inner feeling.” Sergei 
Eisenstein takes quite another view the meaning color when 
mentions the implications caca Dauphin, caca d’oie, and puce. 
Walt Whitman wanted know what there was him which 
corresponded certain colors. Paul Gauguin mentioned “unex- 
pected” yellows and “terrifying” violets. Van Gogh apparently held 
similar ideas for expressed them letter his brother 
the subject his painting Night Cafe. There lack such 
examples and they could form lengthy collection. Frederic Portal 
has done this his book, Des couleurs symboliques dans 
Moyen-Age, les temps modernes. was published 1857. 
Since then immense amount data have accumulated which 
would make the compilation another such volume very easy. 
Leonardo Vinci assumed that red, yellow, and blue were ancient 
and fundamental colors because the difficulty involved find- 


ing the origin their names. Those the “secondary” and. 


“tertiary” colors were easily traced exemplified the terms, 
orange, olive, violet, citrine, and russet. 

One the reasons that the use color the Fine Arts and archi- 
tecture still generally very primitive that artists paint terms 
pigments and with concepts the names substances which 
have only purely fortuitous relationship from the point view 
color. 

Red ochre, yellow ochre, burnt, and raw sienna, burnt and raw 
umber, terre vert, Venetian red, English red, Mars violet, etc. have 
importance pigments because the raw materials are plentiful, 
cheap, and lightfast. They are dull and little importance far 
their psychological impact colors concerned. Painters 
the post-war neutechnic epoch will take advantage the discoveries 
modern chemistry well those psychology. They will thus 
build new and powerful instrument. There are still other factors 
such those “red sighted” and “blue sighted” people, whether 
you are working for blondes brunettes. Such considerations are 
not humorous they may first appear. Dr. Elsie Murray goes

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researches George Wald Harvard, mentions the “two types 
retinal carotenoids which she says “may persist long after 
species has forsaken its ancestral environment.” Were the genera- 
tions forebears raised desert woods?

preceding issues, have discussed the basic homes and their design, which 
summarized follows: 


The design the home should encompass the personal equation, the environment, the social customs, 
the economic scale, the structural requirements, and the satisfaction. The “art” 


ture lies the complete expression all these basic elements through the medium building 
materials. 


home can complete and living therein can fully abundant any one these basic 
principles ignored. The over-stressing any, one. will occasion disproportion which will 
mar the enjoyment and value the final result. Should the disproportion slight, may 
aware merely feeling unrest. Should disproportionate elements plural, and they 
multiply accumulate, our response will add awareness incongruity, conflict, instability, unsound- 
ness, and ugliness. Any “fight” between the expressions these basic elements will detriment 
their completeness whole. The extent such incompatible elements and their persistency and 


frequency will determine whether the resulting incongruity undefinable and minor, the actual 
embodiment bad taste. 


Conflicts might promoted archeological house where forms, symbols, and social customs 
long-lost-meaning throw themselves against the environment, structure, and economic scale today. 
Similarly, conflicts arise the allegedly visionary, but barbaric house isolated structural form 
which denies the existence the personal equation, the environment, and today’s social customs. 
The first has false security its fidelity history. The second has betraying guile its stark 
nakedness, fraudulent candor its virginal and hence unproductive adherence the rites 
mere form. questionable either can produce home, and both can “pack wallop” ugliness. 
This temptation exaggerate the importance one basic element will always sacrifice the others. 
The very history architecture will prove that the result yielding such temptation will 
pudiated time, and that its value both aesthetic and economic will short-lived. Modernists, tra- 
ditionalists, and all schools thought the subject, can tempted into this insidious oversight. 


This temptation ever-present, and reality demonstrated the fact that speak and hear 
more about “housing” than about homes. 


“housing” have developed the antithesis the home. Housing has been, and is, like ex- 
purgated edition which all colloquialisms, idioms, tang, zipp, and color have been deleted. Un- 
like the American ideal home, has been castrated, purged, (totalitarian, impersonal, abstract) 
subtracted into nothingness. Yet, talk “housing,” not homes. talk housing thousands 
mass-produced units, bartering alleged production economies for their willingness become 
branded, rubber-stamped. grow ecstatic over production lines. willingly regiment ourselves 
business hours undiluted monotony. Even the seasons leave our routine unchanged, the same 
bus, the same “Good Morning” 8:15, the mail 9:30, lunch the same place the same time 
daily, the incessant and almost drip-like persistency the telephone, the evening paper the same 
newsstand, again the same bus, the same route home—or housing? 


These edifying concepts called “housing” are means new even contemporary. They
